He knew. not that he Was obliged to perform Acts of 
Mercy. and Compaſſion in hed 1 to Nature, 
in Submiſſion to the. Providence, and in Obedience 
to the Will, of God: Nor can we by. any means 
ink his Love was ſo, extenſive as to render vain the

knew not, as yet, that it was in his Power to give 
ſome what to the Lord of all; to be merciful to the 
Fountain of all Mercy; and to do good to Goodneſs

Vet ſtill further; under the like Ignorance 25 ma- 

ny important Points were the Fews themſelves; a 
Nonne who had received the Oracles of God; Gs ; 
People who had been tau ght and commanded to re- 
lieve their Brethren, when they were waren poor, and 
fallen into Decay; ; yea, though they were ſtrangers 
and Sejourners among. them, Lev. xxv. 35. and to 
prefer Mercy and Charity to the moſt ſolemn Acts 
of Religion, Faſts and Sacrifices ; 1s not this the Faſt 
that T have choſen, ſaith the Lord, to looſe the Bands 
of Wickedneſs, to undo -the- heavy Burdens, and 
10 let the oppreſſed go free? Is it not to deal thy 
Bread to the hungry, and to bring the poor that 
are caſt out to thine Houſe? When thou ſegſt the 
naked that thou cover bim, and that thou hide not 
thy Face from thine own Fleſh? II. lviii. 6, 7. And 
again, Hof. vi. 6. T de efire Mercy, and not Sacrifice, 
 foith the Lord; that is, Mercy rather than Sacrifice, 
And yet how diſſonant hereto was the Voice, how 
contrary the Practice of this People how partial was. 
their Compaſſion, how ſcanty their Benevolence 
* they conſidered alf who were Strangers to the

Houſe of Iſrael, as Strangers likewiſe to the God of 
Hrael, and upon this Maxim, ſays Juvenal, Sat. xiv. 


ver. 103. They would not ſhew the Way to @ wander- 


ing Traveller, nor a Fountain to the Thirſty. They 
are inflexible, ſaith Tacitus, in their Faith and Ad. 
berence to one another, and prone enough to mutual 
Als, of Compaſſion; but towards the whole human 
race beſides they retain implacable Hate, 
' Secing then how deficient both Fews and Gen- 
tiles were in the point under Conſideration ; how 
mean their Humanity, and how confirained their 
Benevolence; how blind their Eyes to true Wiſdom, 
and how deaf their Ears to the Command of God, 
we cannot but own a Significancy in the Word, 
THEN, Pointing out the happier Days to come, un- 
der the Goſpel Diſpenſation, and from the Practice 
of a true Chriſtian ; a Chriſtian, whoſe Love is not 
fixed on this or that Object, as mere Humour, or 
ſome ſelfiſh End and Deſign moves him, but extends 
itſelf to the whole Race of Mankind ; whoſe Heart 
is enlarged into an univerſal Benignity, while he acts 
not by the narrow Principle of Nature, but by the 
unbounded Principle of Grace, This is what carries 
the Virtue, now diſtinguiſhed by the Name of Chari- 
ty, to a nobler height, infiſts more earneſtly on the 
Neceſſity, enforceth it upon ſtronger Motives, and 
recommends it from more eminent Examples, 
Ovx Lord himſelf firſt gave us an Example in the 
amazing Acts of Kindneſs and Com 8 recorded 
"of

of him inthe Goſpel, according to the Prophecy be- 
fore us; and to which himſelf appealed in Teſtimo- 
ny of his divine Miſſion, when to the Meſſengers *' 
from John the Baptiſt he ſaid, Go and ſhew John 
again thoſe Things which ye hear and ſee. The Blind 
receive their Sight, the Lame walk, the Lepers are 
clanſed, the Deaf bear, the Dead are raiſed up, and 
the Poor have the Goſpel preached to them, Mat. xi. 
4, 5. His Diſciples being endowed with Power 
from on high moſt eminently followed their Maſter 
in this Labour of Lowe, and worked the like mira- 
culous Cures, in giving Sight to the Blind, Feet to 
the Lame, and reſtoring even the Dead to Life. 
And, not to concern ourſelves with that unimportant 
Controverſy, of late ſtarted among us, by a Perſon 
whom I ſpare only becauſe he is no more; I ſay, not 
to concern ourſelyes with a vain Curioſity to know. 
exactly how long theſe miraculous Powers continued 
in the Church; we may be well aſſured their Suc- 
ceſſors and Followers never put off the diſtinguiſh- 
ing Badge of Chriſtian Love and Charity to their 
Fellow Brethren. And, Thanks be to God, in every 
Age there have been thoſe, whoſe Hearts were 
touched with a quick and lively Senſe of ſuch tender 
Diſtreſſes, as Humanity at any time recommended 
to their Pity and Compaſſion; whoſe Ears were 
ever open to the Cries of the Neceſſitous, thoſe not 
unpleaſing, however piercing, Calls to Love and 
Mercy; whoſe Hands were buſied and unwearied 
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in the manifold Offices of Kindyeſs and Condeſcen- 
fion ; z and whoſe Charity, being water'd with 4 
7 Blefling from above, and rewarded with a Suffici- 
ency, ſpread and enlarged itſelf to the nobleſt In- : 
ſtances of Bounty and Munificence. 1 N 
WirNEss, the Halls and Colleges of our two 2 
mous Univerſities, conſecrated all to the Seryices of 
Religion, and the Increaſe of uſeful Knowledge, 
Witneſs the ſtately Monuments of Piety, and the 
capacious Hoſſ pitals „ with which former Ages have 
adorned this noble Metropolis. But ſurely, never was 
there an Age more charitable in Diſpoſition ; never 
was there an Age more liberal in Practice, than the 
preſent ; to their immortal Honour be it ſpoken ! 
ſo charitable, that too ſanguine an Opinion of it was 
obliged but laſt Week ta meet with a juſt Re- 
ſtraint *; ſo liberal, that with our Eyes we daily 
ſee new Fabrics riſing, and the old enlarged, Hoſ- 
pitals of various Kinds, but particularly ſuch as. 
are adapted 2 give Sigbt to the Blind, to. make the 
Lame leap as an Hz art, and the Te angue of he Dun
